This was when Herod's Temple had been 46 y. in building, as we 
read John II. 20. which fixes it to this y. [ v. 18 before Chriſt B.] 
Chriſt came now to the Temple as his Father's Howſe, acc.to thoſe 
Propheſies in Hag. II. 7,9. and Mal. III. 1. 
Thence he whip't out the buyers and ſellers, therein acting as a Pro- 
phet. John II. 15. Being queſtion d about his Authority for this, he 
prov d it by his Miracles. 15. v 23. and III. 2. &c. Thereupon 
many believ'd, and follow'd him into Juda: where he baptiz d 
all that came to him. III. 26. and IV. 1. John hearing now how 
that Jeſus baptiz d more than he did, rejoic'd at it, and ſaid thus 
it ought to be. III. 27 — 36. But the Phariſees having no patience 
at this, Chriſt did therefore go out of their reach, paſſing through 
Samaria into Galilee, &c. IV. 3,4. There he wrought Miracles, 
(v. 54.) till the end of that y. 
From Nazareth in Galilee the bleſſed Feſus came to be baptiz'd of 
Fohn in Fordan. There again the Holy Ghoſt deſcended upon 
him, as he himſelf ſaw at his coming up out of the water. Mat III. 
16. Mart I. 10. This was neceſſary to ſupport him againſt that 
ſtorm that was then coming upon him in his 40 daies I empration 
by the Devil in the Wilderneſs, who at laſt brought him thence 
and ſet him on the battlements of the Temple. There the Devil 
tempted him to caſt himſelf down, to ſhew that he was the Son of 
God by the Angel's receiving him: acc. to that Text, P//XCl, 11, 
Iz; which when Feſus had anſwer'd with other clear Scriptures, 
then the Devil gave him over, and Angels came and miniſtred 
unto him. 
This was Fohr's laſt act of baptizing. Luke III. 21, Soon after 
which he was put in priſon by Herod.
